For a con- 
struction so slender, the piece was spun out to an unnecessary length, and 
a portion of the audience becoming impatient, Mr. Yates appealed to them, 
as “men of honor” and “ladies of honor,” to give it a fair hearing, and 
not to frighten the performers by their premature disapprobation. 
At its conclusion, the dissentients were in a minority, and Yates said the 
Vaudeville would act better to-night, and that he saw no reason why it 
should not be successful here, it having been played 80 nights in Paris.
